The Split-Leg Rea* Brtg. 

A farmers bulletin ha* just Iwwm 
issued ly the Department of Agri*- 
culture which should In roud ami 
stuuiud by every man in the coun¬ 
try, whether he has a five acre or 
thousand-acre farm. It is a de¬ 
scription of the split-log drag for 
use on earth roads. The split-log 
drag is by no means a new institu¬ 
tion, but this 15-page pamphlet 
tells why it is sometimes a failure. 
For one thing, it ia often made too 
heavy. It should lie madw li ght 
en-.ugh for a man to lift easily. 
A dry cedar, elm or walnut log ia 
tde best material for a drag—fat 
lielter than oak or hickory. An¬ 
other mistake is in the use of 
squared timbers instead of those 
"ith sharp edges, whereby the cut¬ 
ting cirect of sharp edges is lost, 
and the drag glides over instead 
of equalising the irregularities ia 
the surface of tha roads. 

There are 2,000,000 miles of dir* 
roads in the United States, and om 
those which are in any way ade¬ 
quately kept up, the ordinary pro¬ 
cess of improving by ditch dawn¬ 
ing, acrapiog, etc., cost* annually 
per mile from 920 to 960. On the 
other hand the annual ooat of i» 
provement by the uae of tha split* 
log drag, and the plank ditch clean¬ 
er, also described in the bulletin, 
range* from 91.60 to 95 per ail* 
and a far better road is the result. 
The coat of constructing either of 
these implements is at the most » 
few dollar*. 

The advantages to ba gained 
from the use of a road drag are 
emphasized in the bulletin thus: 
First, the maintenance of a smooth, 
service earth road, free from rote 
and mudholes. 8econd, obtaining 
such a road surface with the e*> 
peuditure of very little mousy au4 
labor in comparison with the 
money and labor required for 
other methods. Third, the reduc¬ 
tion of mud in wet weather and ol 
duat iu dry weather,
